OVKHTJ X I SH 1-017*0 MIXDS. 

A German physioiaus Dr. Treichler, 
in a paper read before the Gorman As- 
sociation of Natural Historians, discusses 
headache among .ichool children. He 
says the principal cause of headache is 
intellectual overexertion. He attacks 
the present system of education as tend- 
ing to produce mental confusion instead 
of increasing the knowledge He pro- 
tests against night study as causing he 
exhaustion of tho bruin, so that now 
ideas cannot bo really grasped, while 
confusion is produced with regard to 
subjects that have been studied during 
tho day. Tho same views were recently 
expressed by an eminent American 
physician. Both critics aro on tho right 
track. Tho results which they deplore 
are owing to the ambition of parents and 
scholars themselves, rather than to the 
work of the teachers. The teacher, un- 
der present methods, suffers as much uf 
scholars. The greatest present qvils of 
the scholars are crowded rooms and bad 
air. Theso alono would produce head- 
aches and render a child unfit for study, 
and tho teacher unlit for his or her du- 
ties. Our teachers are shut np in a box 
with a large number of scholars, who 
soon exhaust tho oxygen, especially iu 
cold weather when the windows are 
closed. When this happous .scholars 
and teachers are reduced to a struggle 
for existence, and, if anything is learned, 
it is at tho great expense of vital force. 
Improvements in school buildings arc 
going on slowly, and it is possible that 
in ten or twonty years teachers anil 
scholars can enter a school-house with- 
out danger of slow poiBon with carbonic 
acid gas.— Rochester Democrat. 



TUB OlO ANTIC FIG IHSK OF INDIA. 

Tho majestic and mighty banyan fig 
treo lords it oaor the vegetable world ol 
Asia. No other treo i-v. r measured a 
tithe of five acres in tho ground inclosed 
by the cncumfeiouce of its brunches, 
nor afforded shelter from tho sun at one 
time to a thousand men. Under its vast 
shadows one may stroll leisurely for 
hours along avenues and footpaths bor. 
dercd by flowering shrubs and cooled by 
gurgling btroamlcts. Tuoro is a banyan 
in Goylon which measures 1,600 feet 
around tho branches — more thou a quar- 
ter of a mile. 

Under tho shade of a still larger troe 
on tho banks of the Merbuddu, in India, 
which measures a circuit of 2,200 feet, 
whoso largo trunks number 3j4, whose 
small ones exceed 3,000, and whose foli- 
ago makes a home for thousands of bird: 
and monkeyB, the chief of l'utuah usee 
to encamp in magnificent stylo. Hon 
he would entertain his gnests on hi- 
tiger-huutiug expeditions. Separate 
tents were gorgeously fitted np as bed 
chambers, and each guest having om 
had three servants at his command. Su 
toons, drawing rooms, dining rooms, 
smoking rooms, kitohens — all were per- 
fectly appointed. Including all the an- 
imals and servants, there were 7,000 in- 
dividuals in the retinue, yet the great 
banyan easily sheltered them all. Here, 
when tho glow and flush of the fierce 
Bun had givon way to the cool Jews of 
evening, tho guests of the Oriontal 
Prince sipped thoir sherbet or cham- 
pagne, and watched the movements ol 
the danc ng girls, while the monkeys 
chattered and the night birds song in 
the leafage above, and the pale moon, 
shine glinted down through the open- 
ings in the vast roof. 

When the banyan first springs up its 
method of growth is normal, and during 
the first century of its life, indeed, it 
shows no disposition to do anything eo 
centric But when the great branches 
of the tree have reached such a height 
that tho; can no longer support thoir 
weight horizontally, the ends begin to 
bond downward, and they lower from 
the tips one or more roots, whioh, en- 
tering the ground, send forth rootlets, 
and themselves bcoome fresh stems. So 
at last the horizontal branches, oneo in 
danger of breaking by theiHown weight, 
are as easily supported by the pillars as 
a bridge by its piers. So the process 
goes on for ages till the grand tree cov- 
ers its acres of ground. Lateral branch- 
es n'i..-ot out from tho main limbs, while 
the latter are constantly growing until 
they reach gigantio sizo. These lateral 
branches also put down stems m.d shoot 
out branchlots, until it comes to pass 
that, instead of one tree, there is a mar- 
velous colonnade of stems supporting as 
m%ny natural rafters, on which repose 
dense massos of foliage. 

Such is the gigantio fig tree of India, 
truly one of the wonders of the world.— 
A World of Wondert.

Because It Is Made of Better Material, 

a rabbit at all A rabbit is an unobtru- 
sive little animal, who is found by 
school-b ys in a hole in the ground at 
the end of a long truck in the snow. 
Tho so-called juck-rul.bit is iiuito a dif- 
ferent kind of soup-meat. Ho is identi- 
cal with tho llritish hare, except that he 
is larger, his color lighter, aud his ears 
muoh longer. His avoirdupois is about 
twelvo pounds, and hij ears measure 
from tip to lip about sixteen inches. Ho 
does not bnnow in the ground. He lies 
under cover of a bunch of prairie grass, 
but is very seldom found at home, his 
office hours being between sunset and 
sunrise. He is to bo found during tho 
tlay on the open prairie, where ho feeds 
on the tender shoe.ts of the mosquito or 
sage gross. Tho jack rabbit has sev- 
eral enemies, among tl.em tho cowboy, 
who shoots him with hU rille, tho coy- 
ote and the dog that tries to run hint 
down, llo has two ways of protecting 
hiniBclf ugainst his enemies. One way 
is to squat when ho Huspe'cts danger and 
foltl his ears along his sitlOK l!y eloiug 
this ho jetton escapes observatiim, as 
only his back is exposed, the color of 
which harmonizes with the browu of tho 
withered grass. The other plan that ho 
uses when discovered and pursued is to 
croate remoteness between himself and 
his pursuer. Iu giving his whole atten- 
tion to this matter when necessary, he 
is a stupendous success aud earnest to a 
fault. When disturbed he uulimbers 
his long legs, unfurls his ears and goes 
off with n Louud. He generally steps 
after runuiug ubout 1U0 yards, and looks 
back to tee if his pursuer is enjoying tho 
chaso as much as ho thought he would, 
and theu he leaves for parts unknown.

TUB fUBTOFFICK, 

One of the largest express companies 
and dealers in exchango ia the world is 
tho Government of the United States. 
The difference between the postal ser- 
vice and the express and transportation 
companies is that tho people of the 
United States hire private corporations 
to do their heavy freighting business, 
and pay them what the aforesaid com- 
panies can manage to exact, while they 
have organized a co-operative concern 
for tho distribution of letters, small 
packages and small bills of exchange, 
and the business is done, not for tho 
most that can be got from its customers, 
but for the least that will pay expenses. 
As it is deemed important that the 
charges should be low, it is not oven at- 
tempted to quite pay expenses, the de- 
ficit being made up out of general taxa- 
tion. In other words, nearly 95 per 
cent, of tho cost of operating the service 
is collected from those who use the ser- 
vice, and in proportion to tho amount 
they use it, and the other 5 per cent is 
paid out of the general treasury. 

In its vastnoss the postal business 
looks down from a towering height upon 
most of tho railroad and transportation 
companies. The routes over which tho 
Government sends tho mails aggregate 
8i4,000 miles, or a distance equal to 
about fourteen circumferences of the 
earth. Its immediate agents, not 
counting mere employes, number 44,512. 
The Postmasters in the United States 
would make two army corps— that is, 
they would if they wore si\ forced into 
tho army. The salaries paid to theso 
agents amount to more than eight mill- 
ions of dollars, or about the aamo as the 
total net ordiuary revenues of the Gov- 
ernment, including loans, in so reoent a 
•year as 1843.
